Kowloon Motor Buses. - 


Kowloon residents must have 
learned with a deal af satis{ac~ 
tion of thea promised early in- 
auguration of a motor bus service, 
details of which we were enabled 
topublish yesterday. ‘Hopes were 
raised to a fairly high pitch when 
the Government scheme was 
mooted and when certain mem- 
bers of the Kowloon Residents’ 
Association took the trouble 
to survey the best rontes and to 
suggest time achedules and when 
the Government pubtished a draft 
of special regulations everyone 
thought that the coming of the 
Motor buses was only the 
matter of a littl time.| 
And then came the sudden 
announcement that the Gave:n- 
ment had dropped the whale;

Conference. Sir Reilby Alston has evidently been impress- 
ed by the gathering of the Chinese Chambers. as his 
reference to their new interest im national questions shows. 

Of more immediate concern at the moment are the 


afiairs of the British Chambers. 


Mr. Mackay acclaimed 


the result of last year’s Mint Loan. with the possibility of 
a Mint in Shanghai at no distant date. a matter which 


“concerns British as well as’ Chinese merchants. 


The 


problem of China's currency is indeed an old one. and 
‘there are signs that the Mint, which should be some aid to 


stability, may materialise.

On the contrary side Mr. Mackay regretted the 
failure to persuade the Home Government of the necessity 
of a wircless service to Hongkong, which we take to be a 
somewhat incorrect reading of the case. The Home 
Government regards the question as part of a larger 
scheme, in the attainment or which help may be renslered 
by the persevering representations recominended by the 
Shanghai Chamber's Chairinan. Mr. Mackay also had to 
regret the Home Governmeuts failore to appoint more 
comamercial representatives, economy being the plea. There 
is no donbt that the economy plea is a very well-founded 
one, but not in regard to such a matter as this, especially 
as the cost would be ‘trifling: in relation to the interests 
involved. China's system of taxation was alsa_a cause of 
criticism from Mr. Mackay, as it has been from inuumer- 
able others. The reference, we conjecture, was mainly to 
likin, This takes us to Sir Beilby Alston's communication, 
in which it is pointed out that his Majesty’s Government, 
while sympathetic toa revision of the Customs tariff (in 
Tespect of which a promise was given at the Versailles 
Conference for reconsideration after two years); Proposes 
‘that revision be deferred pending a settlement of the likin 
question.

When 
the service starts rupoing there 
will be a chance for Kowloon 
tesidents to show their aporecia- 
tion in a direction they have long 
hankered atter and we hops that 
those who have baen encouraged 
to embark upon the new venture 
will find their due financial 
teward. Itisa big undertaking 
fraught with all the risks of 
public ‘prejudice to some little 
matter or uther and we will be 
honest enough te confess our feel- 
ings that on the part of many 
Sowloon residents the desire for 
motor buses is more a matter of 
talk than of actus] want. There 
is unquestionably room for a 
motor bus service oa the Penin- 
sula and those who have urged 
the institution of one should 
do their pat in making it re-| 
munerative. 


Chinese Exchanges. 

We very much question the 
wisdom of the prevailing desire 
among a certain class of Chinese 
merchants to -establish local 
native exchanges on lines similar 
to those followed in Shanghai 
and Canton. We have been abla 
to make public the fact that there 
are quite a oumber of sch>mes 
being put through, bor we 
fancy that our Registrar will 
exercise his discretionary power 
and refuse the necessary registra- 
tion. That there might be scope 
for ove good native exchanga we 
bave no doubt, but it would 
be folly to permit the establish- 


ment of saveral as their exist- 
ence would tend to increase 
gambling not ouly in 
native stocks and shares bat in 
commodities as well: Such pro. 
veedings always have the'effect 
of increasing the price of goods 
and there is a habit amonz the 
Chinese of wildly specolating on 
possible = margins~so mucb so, 
that the commercial stability of 
the Colony would be injured.
